$794,000 
Judgment 
Is Upheld 


LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - A 


$194,800 judgment to survivors 
of a woman killed in an auto- 
mobile accident last year was 
afflrrmxl today by the Arkan- 
sas Supremo Court. 


In a 6-1 decision, which Chief 


Justice Carlton Harris dissent- 
ing, the high court affirmed the 
award for the estate of Carl T. 
White Jr. against Moon Dus- 
trlbutors Inc. and others. 


White's wife, Wandasue, was 


one of three women killed on 
Interstate 30 near Little Rock 
March 10, 1967, when a dump 
truck cams unhitched from a 
wrecker, 
rolled across the 


median and crashed into the 
car carrying the women. 


The dump truck was owned 


by Moon Distributors, whose 
owner, 
Harry Hastings, was 


riding in the wrecker 
being 


driven by his son, Paul Hat- 
ings. 


The judgment included $1,503 


to the state, $65,500 to White, 
$50,000 to Karen White, a step- 
daughter of the accident victim, 
$75,000 to Sherry White, an 
adapted daughter, and $800 for 
^property damage.

Finally putting it all together 


with a fierce defense and a grind- 
ing rushing game, the Hope Bob- 
cats were never in real trouble 
as they eased by the Nashville 
Scrappers 14-7 for their second 
straight win last Friday night 
in Nashville. 


In a series which lately had 


lost some of its flavor and nos- 
talgia, the Bobcats kept a lead 
in the record over tie years 
with their 21st victory against 
15 by Nashville. From the out- 
set in this one, though, it was 
that "three yards and a cloud 
of dust" offense which made the 
difference for Hope. 


In nine previous games the 


Scrappers had averaged over 24 
points per contest, but their us- 
ually strong naming game was 
simply throttled by the bigger 
Bobcat defensive line, Noseman 
Mickey Allen had his best per- 
formance, and the linebackers 
as well as the remainder of the 
forward wall never gave an un- 
earned Inch. 


With a strong wind at their 


backs, the Bobcats kicked off 
to start the game, and Nashville 
opened from their own 18. Quick- 
ly that Hope defense established 
its supremacy, stacking up three 
runs for a total of five yards. 


Taking the ensuing punt, the 


Bobcats had outstanding field 
position at the Scrapper 39-yard 
line. A motion penalty set Hope 
back five yards, and moments 
later Bobcat David Stffl kicked 
the first of his only two punts 
into the end zone, 


For the first time Nashville 


nearly got the first down, but

Haras. 


They wound up losing the ball 


on downs at the Nashville eight, 
but the pattern had been esta- 
blished. The Scrappers knocked 
out two first downs this time be- 
fore they had to punt from their 
34, and then forced the final Bob- 
cat punt of the game on the next 
series. 


This was the best hour for 


Nashville, as they moved into 
Bobcat territory at the 44 and a 
first down. On second down, 
though, QB Tommy DeBlack gave 
up his only interception to Bob- 
cat Larry 
Me Williams at the 


Hope 36. 


Now 5:20 remained in the half, 


and it was time tor the Bobcats 
t.-.• roll. Rodney Jones broke clean 
jor 12 yards and a first down at 
midfield, 
and moments later 


clawed his way for 16 more to 
the 20. Here fate moved in, and 
Hope was assessed a clipping 
penalty back to the 33. 


On 3rd and 24 from that point, 


Mas sane ill faked beautifully and 
rolled to his left. With no im- 
rr/ediate open receivers and so me 
open field ahead, Larry ducked 
Ms head and went 11 yards to the 
22, but it still was 4th and 13

ing all of seven times for 30 
yards during the advance. Mas- 
sanelli threw to Rodney Jones 
for the PAT, and it was 14-0 
Hope with 3:40 left in the quar- 
ter, 


Quickly the Scrappers moved 


into Hope territory, but the de- 
fensive secondary rose up two 
times to knock down passes and 
Nashville punted from the 44* 
Wallis's boot sailed to the 13, 
but that was enough breathing 
room for the Bobcats. 


Moving Impressively in their 


best march of the night, Hope 
moved to a first down at the 
Bobcat 28 as the final period 
began. With 3rd and five at 
the Hope 44, Massanelli decided 
to pass. He sent David Still 
deep, and the junior end went 
all the way to the Nashville 18 
yard line before they stopped 
him. 


Reyenga and Allen's ensuing 


carries set up a first and goal 
at the seven, and Hope folks 
were feeling fine. On third down, 
though, Massanelli was jarred 
as he backed up to pass and 
Scrapper tackle Johnny Harding 
was credited with an intercep- 
tion at the Nashville 11. 


That rattled the Bobcat de- 


fense, and two plays later they 
forced a fumble that safetyroan 
Sidney Waller recovered at the 
Scrapper 23. Running on 4th and 
15 at the 28, Massanelli fumbled 
as be was hit at the 19 and Nash- 
vme^eeoiared with'* 2:12 left, 


QB Alan Ray was thrown for 


a big loss back at the eight, and 
on fourth don Wallis punted to 
the Hope 47. On first down Rod- 
ney Jones circled left end on a 
sweep but was immediately sur- 
rounded, and Alan Ray stole the 
pigskin away. 


With a beautiful broken-field 


run, Ray went 45 yards to pay- 
dirt with virtually no blocking, 
and the touchdown made the score 
more reasonably, Wallis kicked 
the extra point to make it 14-7 
with 1:08 to play, but the onsides 
kick went out of bounds at the 
Hope 40. 


Needing a first down to sew 


it up, the Bobcats responded 
by moving to the Nashville 43 
as the final buzzer sounded. 


A deeper probe into the sta- 


tistics shows that 94 of the 
Scrappers' 98 total yards were 
gained in Nashville territory, 
with only four yards on the Hope 
end of the field. 


On the other hand, the Bobcats' 


machine rolled up 150 yards at 
the Hope end, but amassed 210 
yards on the Scrapper side. 


With 74 yards total offense at 


halftime, 
the Scrappers were 


held to 24 in the final two quar- 
ters, only 11 of those yards on 
the ground. Meanwhile Hope's 
166 yards at intermission was 
outdone bu a 195-yard output in 
the second half for 361 overall. 


That's about the whole story, 


as the Bobcats moved to 4-C-l 
In preparation for the grand 
finale this Friday at home with 
the Arkadelphia Badgers, Both 
teams are 2-2 in 4-AA West, 
but the Badgers have a 7-3 mark 
overall, including a 13-7 win 
over Nashville, All comparative 
scores are nearly equal, so the 
battle is shaping up to be a good 
one.

Arkansas, ranked 10th in the 


nation, swooshed to a 35-0 lead 
before letting SMU get loose for 
29 of its own in the fourth peri- 
od.

was Texas Tech, which lost to 
Baylor 42-28 in the day's big 
shocker.

at least a share of the SWC title 
and the Cotton Bowl berth is to 
defeat Texas A&M on Thanks- 
giving Day. If Texas and Ar- 
kaosas tie for the title Texas 
gets the bowl berth because of 
its victory over Arkansas. 


There also is a remote pos- 


sibility that the race could 
.again revert to a four-way tie 
among, Texas, Arkansas, SMU, 
and Tech. If this conglomeration 
camo up again Tech would get 
the Cotton Bowl nod because it 
has never represented the SWC 
in the Cotton Bowl, 


Baylor Coach John Bridgers 


said the Bears' offensive and 
defensive performances were 
the best of the season. 


"This was by far the best de- 


fense our team has played," 
be said. Tech got only 71 yards 
on the ground as the Bears 
upped their conference record 
to 2-3. 


"It was also our best offen-

er for Refugees. 


The 35-year-old prince, who
